The M ilwaukee Calamity—T hrilling Story 
of Escape. 
Chicago, January 12 h.—T. B. A odm op, 
of this city, who was in the Newhall Home 
tire, gives the following thrilling description : 
" I sat on the window-sill of noy room and 
saw the flames tik e tr.y bed a id my clothes 
and the flior sink in a mass of fl.mes before 
I escaped by sliding down the rain-spout 
which ran along my window. 
I had the 
room on the c >rner of Michigan and Broad­ 
way streets, on the I urth flier. 
I t was 
nearly 1 o'clock in the morning when I went 
to bed, having been in the C'-ropany of L. A. 
Brown, of Philadelphia, and, poor fellow, I 
saw him afterward go down to his death in 
the fl.mes without being able to help him. 
I t was awful. 
I walked up stairs to my 
room, as tbe elevator had stopped running at 
12:30. 
Oa my way up I met the only watch­ 
man in the house, and I asked him how I 
conld escape in case of fire. 
He said it waB 
easy encash ; th at there were two ways—one 
by the stairway, auother by going through » 
labyrinth of halls to the front. 
Brown’s 
room was opposite mine. 
I went to bed after 
that, and was awakened by the horrible 
shrieks of boron g women and the groans or 
dying men. 
The flames were crackling all 
around, and as I opened the door a great 
mass of smoke aod fl.m e rushed in, and I be­ 
came stifled. 
I was unable again to shut it, 
aud the smeke almost killed me. I had nothing 
on but a gauze undershirt. I felt my s rength 
leaving me. Iw aschoking. I sank to the fl or, 
I thought I was gone, but my senses had not 
altogether left me. 
I gathered myself up as 
best I could, and made my way toward the 
window. 
By a desperate effort I succeeded 
in getting there. 
I sank again to the fl .or, 
but railed, and a’temrded to raise the win­ 
dow. 
I t was so well balanced that it yielded 
at once to my puny effort and went np. 
I 
leaned out and the fresh air revived me. 
I 
was strengthened and cocsciouincss returned. 
I looked down below and saw the firemen and 
the police holding a m .tires?. 
They shouted 
for me to ju op ou to tho telegraph wires, but 
I refused. 
I saw the ladders against tbe 
building. 
I sat dowo on the window-.rill and 
saw * verything go down—my clothing, valise, 
everything—unable to save a thing. I shout­ 
ed, I begged, I implored for those below to 
save me. 
They baw me, but gave me no 
help, 
I bsw my friend o ra e from bis room 
and attem pt to come to me through the mass 
of flam-, but saw him go into the vortex of 
flame to hi) dealh. 
Oh, such a sig h t! 
I t 
was too horrible to imagine ! 
I saw the tin 
spout. I t was partly covered with ice. Three 
women and one men had tried to descend P, 
but they 1 st their hold and fell to the street 
below. 
I t was the only means • f escape left. 
I seizid it with a frantic effort of despair. 
Everything inside of my r -om was gone. 
I 
CAUeht the spout ia a vice-like grip and com­ 
menced to slide down. 
Sometiir.es I slid eix 
to twelve feet, and at others a fow inches, but 
I kept going down, using tbe ice as a foot­ 
hold and catch f ir my bands, which, you see, 
are terribly blistered. 
I went clean down to 
the cellar, fifteen feet below the street, but I 
was alive. 
Oa my way down, I saw two lit­ 
tle girls sta ding in a window of the third 
story, and they aeked me to Buve them, but I 
wan powerless to give them «id. 
I had to res 
those innocents not over 6 years . 11, swal­ 
lowed up by the hrartless flames, I saw K el­ 
sey, Tom Thum b’s colored servant, go down 
with the walls. 
H e was clinging to a win­ 
dow-sill in the fifth story. 
I aa'ked on" to 
the front and went up stairs into the office, 
where I found a woman tearing her hair. 
I 
could not see her face aDd did not know who 
she was. I spoke to her, hut she took no notice 
of me. I seizid her by the ankles and dragged 
her down bodily, thus saving her life. 
I went 
across 
the 
express 
office, where 
I Baw 
Antisdel, who was leaning over Mrs. John­ 
son. 
H e said : 
‘ I am crazy. 
Il ib this 
womaD. 
I w snt to go aDd save my children.’ 
I was in a position to be rubbed mysr If, be­ 
ing almost naked and cb il'j. 
I said to the 
fireman standing by : 
41 have lost every­ 
thing.’ 
He sa id : 
4 You are alive.’ and 
pointing to a man who was clinging from a 
fifth-story window, 4H w would you like to 
change places with him ?’ 
S -mebidy gave me 
a coat, and I walked in ray bare feet four 
blocks to the Piaokinton House. 
I waB be­ 
side myself. 
I m et a womsn who threw a 
shawl over me, and Baid, 4 Here, poor boy. 
tik e th at.’ I got clothing, such as it was, 
from strangers at the Plankinton.” 


THE WORK OK EXHUMING THE BODIES. 
The work of exhuming the bodies continu--B. 
Cold, cutting northeasterly winds keep back 
tne crowd, giving the workmen a chance of 
unhindered labor, but the work of tbe twelve 
is carried on without system, and very little 
is sccompli-bed. 
A. Hall of Laporie, Ind., parteer of M. 
W eter in the miliicery business, di-d this 
moTnir.g at Dr. B artlett’s tffice. 
He made 
the jum p from a fifth-story wiudov, and 
broke both legs, the bones protruding through 
the flesh. 
His whereabouts only became 
km w u lite last night. 
Five bodies were buriel this morning : Ü, 
G. Power-, ?tL.ry Conroy, Bessie Brown and 
Annie Liuehar, from St. Jo h n ’s Catiie ¡ral, 
and Maggie Suilivau from ¡S4. Gall’s. 
The 
attendance of people at tho impressive fu re a l 
services was very lurge. 
Shortly after noon to-day two more bodies, 
charred beyond all identin;»tio-’, and part < f 
a human trunk, were found. Ic is now sc-tied 
beyond all peradventure th at the loss of life 
is not below seventy, 


FIVE MORE BODIES— SICKENING SCENES. 
Milwaukee, January 12th.—U p to this 
evening five bodieB ( f five little heaps of 
charred human flesh may be called bodies) 
have been found in the ruins of the Newhall 
House. 
A t noon tbe remains of a man were found 
at the north end of the ruins, iying on a 
mattress, showing th at the victim had been 
fmothored. 
The body was burned beyond 
recognition, although the skull remained in­ 
tact, ehiwrag a set of well-preserved teeth. 
As tho workmen began to raise the body the 
head fell off, the brains oozed ont, the odors 
tent forth being suffirisnt to drive them from 
tho Beene. 
Others came forward, and the 
body, crumbled into a confusid and black­ 
ened mass from which the bocee protruded, 
was taken to the M >rgne, where it occupies a 
place in the corner, still emoldertLg, and fill­ 
ing the room with a stench unendurable. 
As 
the men work into and open up the ruins the 
odors of burning flesh become more and more 
apparent, and there is scarcely room to doubt 
th at 1 y to-morrow night a scene will be pre­ 
sented before which the stoutest hearted will 
quail in horror. 
A human foot wad also 
found partly burned, with no traces of tbe 
body to which I belongs. 
Two little heaps 
of remains found near the personal effects 
recognized as belonging to Robert Howie and 
David H . M artel, the W isconsin Central 
conductors, leave no doubt th at both perished.

INDIANA 
WALNUT 
IN 
1834. 


In the course of a recent conversation 
concerning Indiana tim ber in general and 
w alnnt in particular, w ith one of our pio­ 
neer settlers who came to this country in 
1S34, says the Am erican IVood-icorker, the 
old gentlem an rem arked : 
4 4 The w alnnt 
tim ber need to be a great deal of bother 
to ub in those days. 
In clearing our lands 
we usnaliy felled the trees, then rolled them 
into log-heaps and burned them . 
W alnut 
was the m eanest wood of all, as it was al­ 
m ost impossible to burn it. 
I knew a 
neighbor to spend th e beat p art of some 
three weeks try in g to reduce an immense 
w alnut tree to ashes. 
Some years later 
there was a saw-mill erected a few miles 
away, and the ow ner bought a great deal 
of tim ber, some of which he sawed up, but 
most of it he shipped in the log to C incin­ 
nati. 
I bad sold him considerable tim ber, 
when one day he came to me and asked 
w hat I would take for a large w alnut tree 
th a t had fallen in a sw am p a year or 
tw o before. 
I told him he m ight have 
it for nothing if he wonld take it out of 
the way. 
H e toid me afterw ards th a t 
he had made quite a litlte sum ou t of i t ; 
bu t had I th a t tree now I could tell it for 
$400. 
M any and m any a tine w alnut tree 
did we cut for a coon. W e had no particu­ 
lar use for w alnut then. 
I t was in the 
way, and we took th e quickest and best 
m ethods of getting rid of it. 
Sometimes 
we m ade rails of it, b ut it was frequently 
so curled and tw iited th a t it was impossi­ 
ble to split it. 
W e would probably have 
ridiculed th e idea then th a t these curlerl 
and tw isted logs m ight some day have 
m ade ns w ealthy, or th at a big w alnut 
k not wonld ever have any value.”

GASEOUS POISONS. 
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Ths Caeeous 
Poisons of 
few ers 
and 
Eewage—"esspools—Traps and 
their Dangers.

The 
question 
is 
frequently 
asked, 
‘•W hat is sewer qas?” 
Some will tell 
you it is solphnreted hydrogen (H28) 
combined with carbureted hydrogen. The 
latter appears in ' two forms known as 
methane, or “ mareh gas ” (CH4), where 
one atom of carbon associates itself with 
four atoms of hydrogen. 
The other is 
known 
at 
ethane, 
or 11 olefiant gas 
(C2H4), where two atoms of caibon are 
associated with four atoms of hydrogen. 
Both of these gasea are inflammable, or 
burn, and when mixed with oxygen are 
highly explosive, and more or less with 
atmospheric air. 
Many explosions in coal 
mines are dne partially to these gases, also 
frequently in the sewers of our cities, 
where the gas is generated directly or in­ 
directly, as by the leakage of illuminating 
gas, which contains both the forms of the 
gases. 
Marsh gas, or light carbureted hy­ 
drogen, is not considered poisonous when 
inhaled in small quantities, and has betn 
inhaled in large quantities without very 
serious results. 
Sulphureted hydrogen 
(H28) has one atom of sulphur associated 
w ith two atoms of hydrogen. 
This gas 
can only arise when sulphur is present, 
and produces a most abominable smell. 
The gas is 
CONSIDERED POISONOUS 
W hen inhaled in large quantities, b at I 
venture to state that the late prevailing 
diseases were not due to it—at least not in 
a pare state. 
In most of the chemical 
laboratories of Europe' there are constant 
dwellers ‘ or occupiers. 
Sometimes the 
family of the professor in charge, or one 
of his assistants, reside there, and are com­ 
pelled to inhale the gas at times, despite of 
the bnilding where it is generated and the 
operations are carried out being generally 
disconnected from the main 
buildings. 
Then the students frequently inhale the 
gas at all hours of the day, as the gas and 
saturated liquids are absolutely necessary 
in chemical laboratories. 
N otw ithstand­ 
ing all this, the people do not become in­ 
disposed from that source. 
Tne gas is, 
however, a frequent product of putrefac­ 
tion of organic matter, both animal and 
vegetable, 
Iu the U tter it is found in gar­ 
lic, onionB, horseradish and mustard, which, 
when decomposed, may produce the gas. 
If the ga3 is known to be present in a 
room, it may be instantaneously destroyed 
or neutraliz >d by a small quantity of chlor­ 
ine gas. 
I t is almost always present in 
our illuminating gas, and not a desirable 
companion, as gas producers well kBow. 
W hen Bilver (unvarnished) is much exposed 
in a room where gas is constantly burned, 
it will gradually turn black. 
This also is 
the case with lead, and upon this rests one 
of the delicate tests for this gas. 
If, for 
instance, a small strip of filter or blotting 
paper is saturated with a solution of ace­ 
tate of lead (sugar of lead) and exposed to 
the gas, it will, according to the quantity, 
turn black in a certain timp, more or less. 
Haviog described the nature of these gases, 
let us look to 
OUR CESSPOOLS, 
And what may take place when different 
materials, as refuse, are introduced and shut 
up in them. 
In order to illustrate, take a 
glass tube and blow a bulb on one end, and 
throngh the open end introduce different 
materials of organic and inorganic nature. 
Now heat the bulb with its various con­ 
tents over a spirit lamp, subjecting it to a 
gradual heat. 
The volatile and liquid 
parts will be driven out, producing pecu­ 
liar odors, which will change according to 
the heat applied. 
The gases aiso will be 
driven off as the heat iacrcases. 
This is 
termed, when wood and similar substances 
are nsed, destructive distillation, and if 
the other end of the tnbe is drawn ont to 
a fine point the gas may be ignited, burn­ 
ing like our illuminating gas. 
If the same 
substances are now placed apon platina 
foil and subj .eted to heat, the odor pro­ 
duced will be quite different and far less 
disagreeable ; and this is dne to the oxygen 
in which the material is consumed. 
It 
makes therefore quite a difference when a 
body is in contact with the air, or when 
shut off; and this may be true of cesspools, 
even if no direct heat is applied. 
Many 
of the gases have great sffiaity for w ater or 
liquids composed of water. 
I t would not 
be wise for a milkman to expose his milk 
to a foul atmosphere, for the milk becomes 
charged with it, and so will basins of water 
placed in an ill smelling room. If the water 
is fully saturated it begins to smell ill it­ 
self, poisoning the air and surroundings. 
If, for instance, you introduce sulphureted 
hydrogen into water or ammonia, the 
liqnidB will absorb it, but when fully sat­ 
urated 
•ME GAS IS LIBERATED. 
The same takes place if carbonic acid 
gas (C02) is made to pass into hydrate of 
potash, and carbonate of potash (K2C03) 
is the re su lt; but as soon as it is filled, or 
saturated, the gas escapes into the air, and 
of course a 
Urge quantity in a room 
would cause injury if inhaled, as this gas 
has no odor. 
Kroni this judge your patent 
devices, known to every honsehold as 
“ tra p s”—they are 
traps—supposed to 
shut off your poison-producers built close 
to your house. 
Ju st as soon, however, as 
the water in those traps is fully saturated 
w ith the gares in the cesspool, you will find 
the gas rising from the water, and it will 
undoubtedly find its way into your room. 
If there is no leakage in the pipes, it is 
possible to keep the gas out during the 
night, if you securely stop up the basin in 
your room, and have it half filled with 
water ; but just as soon as the water is 
emptied out, the gas is compelled to be 
driven out and find its way into your 
apartments. 
Those devices have been 
known and used many years in the chemi­ 
cal laboratories of Europe before they were 
patented in thw United States, for the pur­ 
pose for which they are now used. 
They 
are still used in the generation of gases as 
sa'etv-tuhes and for the exclusion of the 
atmosphere. 
Now your cesspool repre­ 
sents but a larger vessel in connection with 
the mentioned devices, but the same thing 
will take place when a gas or atmospheric 
air is compressed. 
I t is 


A WELL-KNOWN PACT 
T hat in low lying places, towards spring, 
w ater finds its way to deep cellars and 
other excavations, in which include the 
abominations known as cesspools. 
The 
w ater, of course, finds its way into the 
receptacle from below, and as it gradually 
rises compresses the noxious gasss above 
it, and what is the result when the press­ 
ure becomes too great ? Is there any rea­ 
soning man of even ordinary intelligence 
who would credit that a small column of 
w ater above will be sufficient to confine the 
gas below ? The gas most assuredly will 
find its way into our houses and rooni9, and 
although some of tha gases, when pure, 
may not be absolutely destructive to life 
in small quantities, they may become so 
when associated with others, and more so 
when the combined gases carry organic 
germs, to which probably the prevailing 
diseases are mostly due. 
It is the associa­ 
tion frequently which produces results; 
for instance, both pure hydrogen and nitro­ 
gen are odorle&s, yet three atoms of the 
first, to one atom of the latter, produces 
ammonia (NH3), a gas known for its strong 
smelL 
This ga9 is nearly always present 
in our sewers. 
A paper read before the 
New York Medical Society mentions that 
Dr. Doremus of New York had two sons 
afflicted with malarial diseases caused by 
«ewer gas, one of whom 


WAS SACRIFICED 
And the other recovered. 
The doctor 
expressed himself thus : 
“ I would rather 
have subjected my sons to the deadliest 
poisons of the laboratory, than to sewer 
gas, as for the first there are known anti­ 
dotes, while for the latter there are abso­ 
lutely no remedies known yet.” 
I t may 
be a comparatively easy m atter for an ex­ 
perienced chemist to inform us that the 
saturated liquids and solids contained in our 
cesspools and sewers over which the poison­ 
ous gases are generated, bnt to inform 
people of various gases in combination is a 
far more difficult scientific attainm ent. 
The g-isss will change, kaleidoscope-like, 
all depending upon the tem perature and 
the substances undergoing decomposition, 
not in contact with the oxygen of the air, 
but shut off from it. 
In the analysis of 
the gases little or no attention has thus far 
been paid in the United S tates excepting to a 
certain extent in illuminating gas, but 
even to th at but little attention has been 
paid. 
Far less still has been done, and is 
known, of the floating germs or lower or­ 
ganic life of both animal and plant, not 
ouly in the U nited States but all over 
the civilized world. 
Who knows how 
minute those germs are that may cause the 
prevailing diseases. 
EVEN PARIS SUFFERS, 
W hich spent millions upon millions for its 
sewerB under Louis Napoleon, under the 
supervision of Hausmann. 
Has any per­ 
son ever noticed the odor of musk, recog­ 
nizable for years by the sense of sm ell! 
Y et the odor is supposed to consist of 
minute particles which the sense of smell 
takes up. 
W hy may not germs causing 
disease and epidemic be juBt as minute? 
One thing is quite positive : heat will de­ 
stroy them. 
Fire and water are the great 
paridera, and the first by far the best in 
many cases, and as the civilized nations 
advance fire will aid much in reducing 
noxious and troublesome material which is 
now left to decompose in the air or left in 
our rivers. 
The largest portion of our 
garbage in large cities which is dumped 
into some supposed out-of-the-way place to 
poison the air, could be far better treated 
iu behalf of the health of the city by sub 
joctiug it to fire, thereby making it per­ 
fectly harmless if not beneficial. 
When 
great epidemics occur, both with men and 
animals, the same course ought to be pur­ 
sued to curb them. 
WATER 13 A GREAT PURIFIER 
If the stream is large into which the sew­ 
age is passed, or where the current is 
rapid. 
If our sewers, therefore, had a 
constant stream of water running in them, 
and sufficient fall, onr cesspool system 
might be abandoned to advantace. 
This, 
however, is unfortunately not the case. 
W e have not even sufficient fall to dispose 
of the condensed sewage, and consequently 
are compelled to pump, like a number of 
other cities, into a river, thereby polluting 
the river. 
If a city (A) is perm itted to 
pump noxious fluids into a river of which 
the water is used for all purpoies in civil­ 
ized life, then B, C, D and E, above A, 
have an equal right to carry ont the same 
plan. 
Although it is adm itted th at water 
is a great purifier, when the volume is 
large, it by no means signifies th at the wa­ 
ter is pare. 
Only chemical transformation 
takes place, bat chlorine and certain acids 
cannot be expelled, and when epidemics 
like cholera occur it is a question of great 
importance whether such water be used 
without previous boiling. 
Another fact of 
importance may be added, th at but few 
cities (if any) in the Old W orld use water 
for drinking into which all their sewage 
flows. 
W henever a scheme is carried out 
to tap L ike Tahoe, for instance, then we 
can congratulate ourselves on being sup­ 
plied with water fit for the gods to drink. 
As it is at present, it will be 
FAR MORE WTrofcsOME 
To take onr "Sacram ento straig h t” in 
preference to having it clear, when we are 
compelled to gulp the water down after 
impregnation by man and animal. 
Indi­ 
rectly, therefore, I am opposed to pump­ 
ing, but must adm it that at present no 
other remedies can be applied, excepting 
those now carried ont in some cities of 
Europe, to which our tax-ridden people 
will most assuredly not consent at present. 
Through various sources, and lately through 
the Scientific American, wo are informed of 
large cities th at pass their sewage into the 
river, also some that are about adopting 
other methods. 
London is prevented from 
passing its sewage there into the Thames, 
but it enters the river ten miles below the 
city. 
A large part has to be pumped out, 
and a smaller portion even lifted twice. 
Liverpool discharges into the Mersey, in 
front of the city. 
Some of the sewers are 
intercepted. 
Paris discharges below the 
city. 
The irrigation fields now in prepara­ 
tion receive but one-fifth the amonnt. 
Berlin has a peculiar system, due to its 
flat position and the necessity for purify­ 
ing the whole entire sewage. 
This city is 
far worse situated iu th at respect than Sac­ 
ramento, as it has but a small, sluggish 
river flowing through the city, the water 
of which is already highly charged with 
organia m atter before it enters the city, 
while here we have a river of respectable 
size and enrrent. 
The sewage of Berlin is 
to be collected at twelve different points, 
from which it will be pnmped directly to 
the farms to be cultivated. 


VIENNA 
Has a natural valley line system, excepting 
two intercepting sewers, along the banks 
of Wien creek, fl >wing through the city. 
It is the intention to paas the sewage into 
the Danube direct. 
Hamburg discharges 
into the Elbe, but the sewers are inter­ 
cepted to keep the flow out of the numerous 
canals of the city and the inner and outer 
Alster lakes. 
In Frapkfort on-the-Main 
the low grounds near the river made an 
intercepting system preferable. 
The in 
terceptmg sewers discharge into the river 
Main 
below 
the 
city. 
Frankfort in­ 
tends 
to 
adopt 
similar methods 
to 
Berlin, 
as the 
rapid 
growth of this 
city demands more security to its health. 
It is suggested iu Sacramento that all our 
cesspools be cleaned out and disinfected, 
but can the latter be carried out effectually 
w ithout tbe application of heat ? Further, 
are the people prepared for such an outlay ? 
It has lately been proven that the usual 
disinfectants are by no means capable of 
destroying organic life entirely, bnt we are 
quite sure that 212* Fahrenheit will do so, 
and we are enabled to apply even a higher 
temperature. 
One cf the most energetic 
destroyers of organic germs would be sul­ 
phurous acid (gas) S02, of which when yon 
light a match and place it to your nose you 
have a sample, providing the phosphorus 
has been cut off. 
If the cesspools were 
cleaned and subjected to highly heated 
steam, or beti+r still, highly heated air, 
then all organic life would be destroyed 
and the 
NOXIOUS GASES EXrELLED, 
And I am quite positive th at the same 
method would destroy all organic life and 
expel the gases w ithout removing the con­ 
tents. 
This method, beBidee, offers facil­ 
ities for the introduction of sulphurous 
acid (S02). 
As a m atter of course, it 
requires an escape pipe to pass the gas and 
other foul gasta out of the receptacle. 
This pipe should never be omitted in a cess­ 
pool, and either carried up high or con­ 
nected with a high and well-drawing chim­ 
ney. 
If, in such a cistern, the water rises 
in spring, it cannot influence the pressure 
of the confined gases within, and therefore 
will not force itself through the trap. 
I 
have not the slightest donbt th at in the 
heating method all organic life is destroyed, 
and tne gases driven ont. 
W hat other 
effect it would have upon the contents can 
only be answered by experiments. 
But we 
know both the effects of heat and oxygen 
upon organic life, which probably is the 
principal canse of the prevailing diseases. 
W e know, further, that substances heated 
to 212’ Fahrenheit even, often loose their 
disagreeable smelL W hy should they not, 
at least to a certain extent, if not wholly, 
m this case ?

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THE HISTORY OF THE FOOD FI3F, THE 
CARP, 
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Fifth Paper Prepared for the •' Record- 
Union ” by Levi ravls, Carp 
Culturis". 


According to promise we will now turn 
to tbe history of carp cnltnre in the old 
country. 
I shall not be very minute, gen­ 
eralizing as heretofore, leaving room for 
many chapters. 
I will first quote from 
Mr. Rudolph Hessel to show the length of 
time they have been propagated, and a 
partial extent of their cultivation. 
He 
says : “ The carp is alleged to have been 
imported into England in the year 1504. 
In Austria, which possesses the most ex­ 
tensive carp-fisheries in Europe, the culture 
of the carp can be traced as far back as 
the year 1227. 
The Emperor Charles IV. 
of Germany, by granting 
SUNDRY PRIVILEGES, 
Favored the establishment of ponds in 
his 
dominions, 
and 
the 
monks 
were 
especially assiduous in the culture of fish 
in ponds. 
As early as the first half of the 
fcurteeuth century Bohemia had its first 
large carp pond, and the culture of this 
fish progressed in that country, as also in 
Poland and that district which now com­ 
prises German A u stria; 
also ia upper 
Lusatia, Saxony, Silesia and Bavaria. 
A 
celebrated establishment for carp culture, 
with extensive ponds, was located as early 
as the fourteenth centnry near the town of 
W ittingan, in Bohemia, Austria. 
TneJirst 
beginning of it may be traced back to the 
year 1307. 
At that time the lords of 
Rosenberg called into existence and main­ 
tained for centuries these establishments on 
a scale bo extensive that to this day they 
•re 
TIIE ADMIRATION OF VISITORS, 
The main parts having survived, while the 
race of the Rosenbergs has long been ex­ 
tinct. 
The manor of W ittingan suffered 
greatly from the calamities of the thirty 
years’ war, and with it, in consequence, its 
fish cnltnre. The latter only recovered the 
effect of it after passing, together with the 
large estate of a rich monastery of the 
same name, in the year 1670, into posses­ 
sion of the Princes of Schwaizsnberg, their 
present owners. 
The extent which carp 
culture has reached in the princely domains 
will be seen from the circumstance that 
their artificial ponds comprise an area of 
no less than 20,000 acres. 
The proceeds 
amount to about 500,000 pounds of carp 
E 
er annum. 
The ponds of the Princes of 
chwarzenberg are probably tbe moat ex­ 
tensive of tbe hind on tbe globe. 
They 
are usually situated in some undulating 
lowland country, where small valleys have 
been closed in by gigantic dams for the 
purpose of forming reservoirs. 
Similar 
establishments, though not equally exten­ 
sive, 
are 
found 
in 
the 
provinces of 
Silesia 
and 
B randenbnrg; as, for 
in­ 
stance, near Breslau 
and Cottbus, in 
Peitz and Pleitz, which I visited last year. 
In 
Hesse-Cassel, 
Hanover, 
Oldenburg, 
Mecklenburg and Holstein, there are also 
many hundred ponds, none of them cover­ 
ing more than a few acres, but almost 
every large faim possessing ai least one of 
them .” 
I might quote from him further 
with interest, bnt will turn to Mr. Bingley 
to show the 


NECESSITY OF THE DITCHES 
And collectors in the ponds. 
He says the 
common carp, in their general habita, 
“ exhibit so great a degree of conning as 
sometimes to be called by the country peo­ 
ple river-foxes. 
W hen attem pted to be 
taken by a net, they will often leap over 
i t ; or immerse themselves so deeD in the 
mud as to suffer the net to pass over with­ 
out touching them. 
This shows the neces­ 
sity of drawing off the water when taking 
the fish from 
the 
ponds. ” 
Professor 
Spencer F. Baird, United States Fish 
Commissioner, in describing the carp fish­ 
eries in the Peitz Lakes, says that “ carp 
in beer,” as a favorite dish in Berlin, is suf­ 
ficiently proved by the fact that about 
500.000 lbs. of this fish are aonually con­ 
sumed in tb at city. 
I t will therefore not 
be out of place to give a brief account of 
the famous Peitz Lakes in lower Lusatia, 
which mainly supply Berlin with carp, 
and 
which were 
well 
known 
even 
in 
the 
time 
of 
Frederic 
the 
Great. 
The Ural-Baltic platean, which includes a 
portion of Lusatia, contains a very large 
number of lakes and ponds. 
Of these the 
Peitz Lakes are the most important. These 
lakes, 76 in nnmher, and forming a water 
area of almost 5,000 acres, are 
A ROYAL DOMAIN, 
And are at present rented to Th. Berger. 
They produce a very Urge number of 
carp, and the annual fishing days in Oc­ 
tober, especially that of the Devil’s Lake, 
having an area of about 900 acres, form 
important and interesting events—genuine 
popular holidays, not only for tbe inhabit­ 
ants of Peitz and the snrrounding country, 
and the people of the neighboring city of 
Cottbus, but-, because easy of access, like­ 
wise to many inhabitants of the capital. 
It must, however, be borne in mind that 
these great fisheries, and each one of 
60.000 or 70,000 carp caught during this 
Beason, have a previous history, extending 
over a period of about four y ears; for 
those well-fed, gold-scaled Government 
fish, resembling each other in size as much 
as eggs, have cot sprung into existence 
suddenly, like the armed men who rose from 
the dragon-seed sowed by Cadmus, but it 
required great work and care and trouble 
to develop them so far, and in order to 
understand all this we shall have to be­ 
come acqnainted with the details of this 
industry, and gain some entirely new ideas 
in regard to the carp and its life. 
W e here 
Bee, not a fish rapidly parting the waves 
with its fias and uudisturbed liberty, now 
diving into the deep, now rising to the 
surface, always timid and fljing from the 
terrible fish of prey, but a well eared-for 
domestic animal, constantly guarded by 
and accustomed to human beings ; a very 
peaceful, phlegmatic animal, with a pre­ 
dilection for muddy bottoms and slow- 
flowing waters, growing more comfortable 
and gentle in its ways by its “ education,” 
which has been going on for generations; 
all this tending to make the fish fat and 
comfortable looking, and giving to its flesh 
a most delicious flavor. 
The life of the 
carp, which really may be termed a 


JOLLY SORT OF IMPRISONMENT, 
Commences in the hatching-ponds, vary­ 
ing in size from one to ten acres, in which 
as many as tw enty pair of well-developed 
milters and spawners are placed in spring, 
there to spawn under the genial rays of 
the sun. 
I t is characteristic of the alow 
nature of the carp not to do this spawning 
business at once, like other fish, and so far 
all attem pts at artificial impregnation have 
failed. 
B ut if the water during the 
spawning season has been kept at an even 
hight, and the frogs do not devour too 
many eggs, youDg carp are produced in 
great numbers, as they are very prolific— 
one pair alone producing several hundred 
thousand eggs, from which, even under 
the 
most 
unfavorable 
circumstances, 
about 
25,000 
young 
fish 
may 
be 
connted on. 
During their earliest in­ 
fancy 
these 
fish 
live 
on 
infusoria, 
as their little 
mouths will not allow 
any other food to pass. 
The snmmer goes 
by, the new year comes in, and in spring 
the little one-year-old carp, which at this 
age are very suitable for the parlor aqua­ 
rium, are placed in larger ponds (generally 
covering an area of 30 acres each) at the 
rate of 360 to 600 fish per acre. After they 
have staid in these ponds a year, tbe fish 
(now two years old) are placed in still 
larger ponds (generally covering an area of 
400 acres each) at the rate of 180 to 360 
per acre. 
A fter another year has passed 


the fish (now three yean old) are plaoed In 
the large ponds (generally 900 acres each), 
in whioh they stay another year, and reach 
an average weight of 2J to 3J pounds. 
Loneliness produces melancholy, and in 
order tb at the carp may not lead a too 
idyllic sort of dresm life after leaving tbe 
ponds where they spent their first two sum­ 
mers, and which are absolutely free from 
fish of prey, quite s large number of other 
considerably smaller fish, such as tench, 
crucians, pike, and even perch, which have 
been specially raised for this purpose in 
separate ponds, are daring the year placed 
in the same ponds with them. 
These fish 
give the carp 
SOME IDEA OF LIFB 
In the great world, and by their constant 
attacks, which, however, are generally 
harmless, bring a little life fnto the quiet 
society of philosophers, and to some ex­ 
tent act the part of shepherd dogs. 
B at 
there are other enemies of the carp which 
tend to make the carp livelier, reminding 
ns of those persons in “ Gulliver’s Trav­ 
els ” who had constantly to use rattles to 
ronse the Lilliputians from their dsy- 
dreams ; and these are otters, herons, wild 
ducks and geese, fish-hawka and human 
beings—poachers, who rob tbe ponds dur- 
i ing the night. 
Thus the day of harvest 
‘ comes at last. 
Three weeks beforehand 
they begin to let the water flow cff, and 
the carp generally gather in the deep ruts 
or holes of the bottom. 
On the moining 
of the great fishing day they are driven 
into a basin about the size of an acre and 
about one meter deep. 
This is done by 
fishermen, who, armed with purse-nets, 
wade, often with half their bodies in the 
muddy water, and, ehonting and yelling, 
drive the fish before them. 
Slowly the 
great mass of fish comes rolling on, making 
the water of a dark, muddy color, and 
throwing great quantities 
of mud-like 
clouds in the air. 
No one could tell that 
these are carp, for the dark round backs, 
which in innumerable places become visi­ 
ble among the Beething mad and water 
rather reBemble eels or similar fish. 


THE WHOLE SPECTACLE, 
W hich is quiet in the beginning, remind­ 
ing one of the driving of a flock of geese or 
drove of sheep, gradually becomes qnite 
exciting, especially toward the end, where 
from 60,000 to 70,000 pounds of carp are 
crouched 
together in a narrow 
space 
scarcely twenty paces square. Two simple 
nets are, nevertheless, sufficient to close 
np the two channels leading into the basin, 
which now resembles a caldron full of boil­ 
ing mad and water. 
In this turmoil the 
pike fare worst, for some of the carp, 
which, like tame steers, seem in the last 
moment to remember that, after all, they 
possess considerable strength of muscle, are 
continually dealing powerful blows with 
their tails, which the sensitive and cow­ 
ardly pikes cannot stand very well, so they 
endeavor, as much as possible, to crowd 
into a distant corner. 
Now the fishing 
itself 
commences, 
and 
a 
number of 
men 
w ith 
two 
drag-nets, 
each 
holding 
about 5 000 
pounds 
of 
fish, 
slowly 
hanl 
th at 
quantity 
in 
shore. 
Here everything is activity and bustle. 
Under an open shed we see a large pair of 
scales, with a 100 pound weight. The carp 
are uninterruptedly brought up from the 
pond in immense buckets, each carried by 
two stoat men, and thrown on boards by 
the side of the scales. 
W ith lightning­ 
like rapidity, one fish after another is 
seized by men standing there for the pur­ 
pose, counting, “ One, two, three, four,” 
until, the scales are evenly balanced. Thir­ 
ty-one to thirty-three fish generally make 
the hundred pounds. 
The full scale is 
then seized by two men, while an empty 
one is being filled, and the fish are placed 
in large casks on one of the mauy wagons 
v. hich stand at a short distance. 
As soon 
as the three casks, which every wagun 
holds, are filled, the wagon is rapidly 
driven along the turnpike, near which the 
whole transaction takes place, to the Ham­ 
mer canal, distant about one kilometer 
(3,280 
feet), 
where 
the fish 
are 
im­ 
mediately placed 


IN THE HOLDS OF BOATS, 
W hich contain water. 
Each of these boats 
carries 2,500 pounds of fish. 
Thus the 
oarp are, within a few minntes, transferred 
five times, without having suffered in the 
least. Near the scales stands, in bis rubber 
overcoat, a note-book in his hand, Mr. 
Fritsche, from Frankfort-on-the Oder, a 
well-known fish-dealer called the "C arp 
K ing,” and, 
with Mr. Berger’s agent, 
calmly notes down the nnmber of fish to 
every 160 pounds, while Mr. Berger him­ 
self is busy arranging things, giving orders, 
and satisfying the many private buyers, 
male and female, young and old, farmers 
and town people, who have come with 
bags, sacks and baskets to buy single fish 
or small quantities up to 200 pounds. Mr. 
Berger also attends to the picking out of 
other fiab, such as tench, pike, perch, etc., 
which have been caught in the net. 
A 
large quantity of still smaller fish, so-called 
“ spoon-fish,” because they have to be 
eaten with a spoon, are likewise brought 
up in these nets, mauy of them 
al­ 
most 
mashed 
by 
the 
heavy 
weight 
of the carps, and dead a few minutes after 
they have left the water. 
These are 
thrown in large baskets and are viewed 
with eager and loDging glances by the 
many poor people standing around, who 
here, for a few cents, might procure more 
than one good meal, and net Mr. Berger 
perhapB $24 extra. 
But woe be unto him 
if he should dare to sell these fish ; the 


INEXORABLE POLICE OFFICERS 
W ould at occe refer him to a paragraph of 
the fishery law, according to which these 
dare not to be sold, a3 not having the re­ 
quired size. 
Meanwhile the hour of noon 
comes, and the ardently longed-for lunch 
time, doubly 
welcome 
on account of 
the 
pouring 
rain 
and 
the 
cold, 
is fast approaching, and Mr. Berger in­ 
vites his guests to his house, near by. 
Among them we see, besides some landed 
proprietors from the neighborhood, men of 
inexhaustible good -humor and unlimited 
capacity of stomach, 
the 
well known 
Lusatian anthropologist and reporter of 
the Gartenlaube, Dr. Veckenstadt. 
In the 
hospitable mansion we are regaied with the 
products of the chase—snipe, reed-birds, 
ducks, partridges, etc., and one of the 
epicuri& nt present 
makes the remark, 
w hich may be taken to heart by all good 
housew ives, that the flesh of the pike be­ 
comes infinitely more delicious if it has 
lain 
in 
brine 
for twenty-fonr hours, 
The fishermen and drivers are meanwhile 
taking their lunch in tbe sheds near the 
ponds, and after a short pause the work 
begins anew until late at night, when 
about 60,000 pounds of carp have passed 
through the hands of the weighers. 
As 
regards the further transportation of the 
carp, which are the 
property of 
Mr. 
Fnt8cbe the moment they leave the scales, 
they first go to the Schwielueh lake, reach­ 
ing it in five to fourteen days, going 
through the Hammar canals, the Spree, 
and the Spree-wald. 
The difficulties of 
their ronte are considerable, for the water 
is often so low that the beats have to be 
placed on rollers and conveyed for short 
distances in this manner. 
Arrived at the 
Schwieloch l.ke, the fish are

Each holding about 10,000 pounds, and, 
placed in the care of reliable persons, they 
go down the Spree to Berlin, which place 
they generally reach after eight days, or 
th ;y go still further to Hamburg, which 
they reach after a journey of foui to five 
weeks, and other places.

“ If the carp were a fish of in­ 
ferior quality, like the buffalo-fish, for in­ 
stance, its sale would doubtless be limited 
to the seaport towns of northern Germany 
and t-lie principal cities of central Europe, 
as Vienna, Berlin and Paris. 
In the latter 


city, in spite of an abundant supply of 
salt-water and different kinds of fresh­ 
water fish, tbe carp is ever preferred to 
these, and, with the exception of trout and 
salmon, it frequently commands a price 
three times as high as all the rest. I main­ 
tain my assertion th at carp, whether it be 
scale, mirror, or leather-carp, is one of the 
most excellent 
fresh-water fishes, and 
its introduction will be of great value 
in point of national economy, especi­ 
ally on acconnt of 
the facility of its 
cnltnre and the enormous extent to which 
this may be carried on.” The carp and its 
value as a fish of cultura will before long 
be fully appreciated, so that we may be 
enabled favorably to compare the results 
of the culture in America, as also the ex­ 
tent attained, with any other country, to 
onr complete satisfaction. 
Now for the 
answer to the question as to bow muoh 
carp flesh can be raised to the square rod. 
That will depend on the amount of the 
proper gases in the water, and this will 
depend on the flow and quality of the 
water, as some waters have more than 
double the amount of oxygen that others 
have. I cannot give figures that will come 
out to a fraction, but will Bay th at at least 
from ten to fifty pounds, owing to the com 
bined attention and condition of ponds.

THE 
HOUSEHOLD. 


A P r e t t y T o il e t Sta n d .—A pretty 
toilet stand is made in this way : Take an 
old four-legged stand (or a dry goods box 
will do), and cut a piece of pink cambric 
to fit the top. 
Draw this over it tightly 
and tack around the edge. 
C at a piece of 
the cambric long enough to go around three 
sides of the stand, and wide enough to 
reach from the top to the bottom. 
Draw 
aronnd plain and tack. 
Cut a piece ot 
cheese doth twice the length of the cam 
brie and the same width, allowing an inch 
and a half for a hem. 
Gather the edge 
opposite the hem, and tack aronnd the 
edge of the stand. 
Cut a piece of the 
cheeae cloth three inohes wide, and a strip 
of cambric an inch and a half wide. Notch 
each edge of both these box plaits, or 
gather throngh the center. Fasten together 
(the pink over the white), and tack aronnd 
the edge of the stand with bright tacks, 
and also fasten just above the hem. 
Mats 
can be made to correspond, and it íb very 
pretty as well as inexpensive. 
Mock T urtle Soup.—Scald 
a calf’s 
head and remove the hrain ; tie the head 
in a cloth and boil one hoar ; cut the meat 
into small pieces and throw the bones into 
cold water ; put the meat in stew-pan, and 
three quarts of best Btock and boil gently 
an hour or till ten d er; then set it aside. 
Melt the butter in another stew-pan, add 
quarter pound lean ham cut small, a little 
minced lemon-thyme, sweet marjoram and 
ba&il, two tablespoons of minced parsley, 
two onions aud a few mushroons chopped ; 
when hot, sift in two heaping tablespoons 
of flour, stir and let it browD, then add 
gradually a pint of best soup stock and one 
gill of sherry or Madeira ; stew gently ten 
minutes and pass throngh a sieve ; add the 
tender square bits of calf’s head and season 
with cayenne, a little salt if required, one- 
quarter teaspoon mace, if liked, and one 
dessert spoonful of powdered su g ar; put 
in force meat balls made by chopping very 
fine twelve ounces veal, three ounces salt 
pork and mixing it with two ounces grated 
bread, three 
tablespoons 
sweet 
cream 
beaten w ith one egg, one teaspoon salt, half 
a teaspoon each pepper and summer savory. 
Make into smooth ronnd balls, a little 
larger than an ordinary marble ; roll them 
in egg, then in fine grated bread ; fry as 
doughnuts putting them into a frying 
basket, then fry in lard. Let them simmer 
for five minutes in soup then serve. 
(By 
stewing the bones in liquor in which the 
head was boiled you will have good white 
stock.) 
E bony Shelves.—A set of eboDy shelves, 
or wood stained in imitation of ebony or 
rosewood, for the corner of a room, can be 
made very highly ornamental by attaching 
a set of lambreqnins to the edges of them. 
These lambrequins may be made of any 
sort of material that harmonizes with the 
furniture of the room in which it is placed. 
Satin or English satteen is abont tbe pret­ 
tiest material for this purpose, and these 
can be rendered still more highly orna­ 
mental by having a spray of flowers painted 
upon them ; the edge is to be finished with 
a narrow fringe, and the nails th at fasten 
it to the shelves may be hidden by a velvet 
ribbon with a little embroidery of simple 
design worked upon it with old gold silk 
in stem stitch. 
Sleeve P rotectors. — An economical 
hint, and one to which all housekeepers 
will take kindly to, is to take an old pair 
of stockings that have passed their day of 
usefulness and have been darned till darn­ 
ing has lost its magic charm, cutting them 
off just above the feet, draw them on the 
arms above the sleeves to protect this part 
of your dress when doing your work. 
In 
washing dishes, sifting ashes, or the per­ 
forming of any other duties that may jeop­ 
ardize the pristine beauty and neatness of 
your dress sleeves, 
these 
inexpensive 
articles will be found a very comfort. 
A N ew I dea.—A nice idea for a cane- 
seated chair for w inter is to have it lined 
with a thin cushion seat, back and sides. 
Tbe very prettiest 
material for 
these 
enshions is plush or velveteen, but there 
are so many different sorts of moBt beauti­ 
ful fabrics, all more or less expensive, to 
choose from, th at I will not attem pt a de­ 
scription. 
I would only advise every one 
having such a chair to cushion it, and if the 
willow ia woven in an open pattern, to have 
a Batin ribbon to match as nearly the color 
of the cushion and run it in this space, 
having a bow to fasten it. 
F r e n c h R o lls —Pare and slice one or 
two potatoes, add half a pint of cold 
water, boil until tender, then m b through 
a colander with the water; add tablespoon 
and a half of lard, one teaspoon each sugar 
and salt, and half teacup liquid yeast aud 
tablespoon of Hour, let rise and when light 
beat ia an egg and add a quarter of a pint 
warm milk and one quart of flour, first 
having dried i t ; let rise and when light 
make into oblong rolls, and place in b at­ 
tered plates, let rise again, prick and 
bake. 
An easy way to make the rolls of 
uniform size if you have no cutter, is to 
roll out the dough half an inch thick, and 
cut with a round cutter ; press the opposite 
sides together and mold into rolls. 


R in g s .—Boil one pint of milk and let 
cooi to blood heat, then pour it over two 
tablespoons butter and half teaspoon Balt ; 
when nearly cool add one well-beaten ogg 
aud one pint flonr and half a yeast cake 
soaked in a tablespoon of tepid water, or a 
half teacup liquid y e a st; ieave in a warm 
place to rise. 
W hen light knead in three- 
quarters of a quart of flour and add a table­ 
spoon of su g ar; let riee, and with the 
hands make rnto rings ; roll on the board a 
piece of dough to the length of eight inches 
and as large around as the little linger, 
and pinch the ends together ; 
put in but­ 
tered pans, and when light prick and bake. 
Baked Macaroni.—Boil it in salt water 
till tender ; dram, and place in earthen 
baking dish alternate layers of macaroni 
and oysters, sprinkling the layers of mac­ 
aroni with grated cheese, and the layers of 
oysters with bits of batter and a little 
s a lt; pour on rich milk to come just to the 
top of last layer of macaroni aud cheese, 
and bake from one-half to three-quarters 
of an hour. _______ ^ ^__________

A CABINET SICRLT. 


I made Robert Headley’s acquaintance 
in the auetion-room. I am an idle man, 
and, having plenty of time and occasionally 
a few pounds to spare, have gradually con­ 
tracted a love for brie a-brac, the pursuit 
of which enables me to kill a good many 
weary hours and to hoard up, in the shape

After closing the door npcn my fair 
hostess, I refilled my beautifully-tinted 
glass with Latitte, aud waited with some 
curiosity for the promised recital. 
Headley commenced : 
“ Of course it is all a joke now, and I 
can well afford to laugh at it, but when the 
affair I am going to tell you of happened 
it was serious enough.

“ Now, Burke, yon will, I know, sympa­ 
thize with me when I say that, having dis­ 
covered that th« rest of that exquisite set 
was in existence, I felt that life was almost 
intolerable without it, and that at any sac- 
ridce it must be mine. On that point my 
mind was at once made np. 
“ The first thing was to see the chins, 
and satisfy myself that Wharton had made 
no mistake, so the next day I called upon 
Miss Crofton.

“ Miss Crofton and I soon became good 
friends, especially when, upon comparing 
notes and tracing back the pedigree of the 
Chelsea, we decided that at some time my 
mother’s and her father’s families mast 
have been closely allied. When we had 
established this fact to onr satisfaction, I 
ventured to hint, as delicately aa I could, 
my wish to possess the china ; then, aa she 
took no notice of my hints, I waa compelled 
at laat to ask her, point blank, if she wonld 
sell it to me, fixing any price in reason she 
chose to. 1 found, as Wharton predicted, 
that the good lady was obdurate, and there 
I eat for an hour, with the coveted articles 
almost within grasp, yet as far off as the 
gateB of heaven. 
“ I did not, of course, despair entirely. 
‘ I must maneuver,’ I thought; ‘I will have 
it in time, by fair means or foul. I will 
make myself very agreeable to her ; I will 
show her attentions. Some day I may be 
able to render a service, and her heart may 
open with grstitnde, and I shall compass 
my desire,’ To-day I could do no more, so 
I bade my new-found relative, as I cun­ 
ningly called her, an affectionate good-by, 
asking permi«ion to call on her again. 
“ ‘I shall be glad to see you at any time, 
Mr. Headley,’ she said; ‘ bnt we shall 
never have any china dealings together, so 
yon are fairly warned.’ 
111 went home feeling very mournful,and 
for the rest of that day the four cups and 
saucers, the cream-jug and the two dishes 
were danaing before my eyes. I sat down 
for an hoar or more with my own portion 
before me. How meager it looked now ! 
I took the pieces out and rearranged the 
cabinet, leaving blank spaces for those.I 
coveted. I pictured the lovely appearance 
the set wonld present when the whole of it 
was in my hands. 
“ I went to rest quite sorrowful, and the 
cabinet, which only the morning before 
seemed well filled, was now empty, or 
nearly empty, in my eyes. It is a small 
thing to say that I believe I dreamed of 
Miss Crofton aud her china the whole 
night. My honesty vanished as my eyes 
closed. 1 stole that china at least a dozen 
times.

Then 
the hue and cry was raised, and I knew 
that men were pursuing me, bnt I dare not 
venture to run, lest I should break those 
fragile things for which 1 had endangered 
my soul. It seemed to me infinitely pre­ 
ferable to swing on the gallows than to find 
one of those exquisite cups in atoms. Even 
when the morning came, and 1 found that 
the events of the night were only dreams, 
my state was not very much happier. I 
could not bear to look at my cabinet. 
Something waa wanting there, and nntil 
the void I had created was properly filled I 
felt I conld find no pleasuro in my former 
pursuits. 
“ You, although a collector, may think I 
am joking, but I assure yon I am not. I 
huDgered, I craved for that china, and felt 
that, were it denied me, my dreams might 
some day almost come true. 
“ After the interval of a few days, I 
thought I might venture to call upon Míbs 
Crofton once more. She received me kindly, 
told me she was flattered by my paying her 
another visit so soon, and allowed me to 
handle the china again. I must have been 
dull company too, for although I replied 
mechanically to her chit chat, my eyes 
were ever turning to those four cups and 
saucers, cream jug and two dishes. Miss 
Crofton conld see the bent of my thoughts, 
for she said : 
“ ‘It’s no use, Mr. Headley. I will not 
sell them, and 1 love them too much to 
give away.’ 
“ Aa she spoke a thonght struck me. I 
would take her to see the teapot, sugar- 
basin and the other caps and saucers, 
mourning, as it were, for their long-lost 
brethren.

I took care 
to have a choice little repast prepared, of 
snch things as middle-aged spinsters love, 
and after we had discussed it I led her to 
the room which held my treasures. All 
the cabinets save odc were open to her 
view, but that one I had covered with a 
dark cloth. After she had seen the con­ 
tents of the others I led her before this 
one, and in a theatrical manner, with a 
beating heart, lifted the veil aud revealed 
my teapot, sugar-basin, caps aud sancers, 
looking beantilul, but sorrowful, with the 
spaces around them. I said nothing, think­ 
ing this mute appeal to her better feelings 
would do more than any words of mine. 
She saw the plot at a glance, and laughed 
long and loud, saying, as her merriment 
subsided : 
“ * So, Mr. Headley, this is the meaning 
of your hospitality ; you expect me to pay 
for my dinner with the china.’

“ ‘ And I may have to wait twenty years 
for it.’ I said sulkily, forgetting, in my 
mortification, not only politeness, bnt the 
affection I had expressed for my new-found 
relative. 
“ ‘A good deal longer, I hope,’ she re­ 
plied, * But as you are bo anxious, why 
not pack up what you have and let me 
take it back with me ? Yon can see it all 
in my cabinet whenever yen like; and I 
dare say its being there will give me the 
pleasure of jour company more often.’ 
“ But this plan did not suit me at all; 
and finding that my device had failed ut­ 
terly, I was obliged to conduct my visitor 
to her home in a frame of mind not the 
sweetest. 
“ A week went by ; but, try how I 
would, I could not get that cursed china 
out of my head, or resign myself to the 
disappointment. I found myself growing 
wor e instead of better, and, as I fancied 
my health was beginning to suffer, I de­ 
termined to ran down to Brighton in the 
hope of distraction. Tbe weather was 
fine ; I met several pleasant friends there ; 
and after a day or two began to think that 
in time I might conquer the absurd craving 
for what conld not be mine. Bat even as 
I was congratulating myself on the partial 
recovery of my senses, I dreamed a dream 
so horrible that I fell back iDto my former 
nnhealthy state of mind. ' I dreamed that 
Miss Crofton’s msid—a red cbeeked, rough­ 
fingered lass—had broken two of the enps. 
I saw her do i t ; and suffered agonies from 
the sight; also, to make matters worse, 
she put the precious fragments (which 
might have been cemented) in her dust 
pan, with the intention of throwing them 
away. I really think the greatest feeling 
of pleasure I uad known for many days 
was to awake and find it was only a dream. 
“ I harried back to town the same day. 
I felt I conld endnre the uncertainty, the 
anxiety, no longer; and that to obtain my 
desire, any sacrifice I could make must be 
made ; so—don’t langh too much—I was 
resolved, upon my return, to ask Miss 
Crofton to become Mrs. Headley; and 
then upon the day of onr marriage the sev­ 
ered set wonld be reunited.

The first experiments in using locomo­ 
tives for hauling canal boats, tbe rails be­ 
ing placed on the bangs of the oanal, were 
made in France in 1879. A company waa 
then started for the purpose, and the re­ 
sults obtained were satisfactory. The com­ 
pany originally tried thia system on the 
canals from Neulo.se and Aire to La Bassa, 
which have a length of sixty kilometers. 
The locomotive, which weighs five tons, 
can haul five or six boats, or a fl-ating 
weight of 1,000 tons. The speed is four 
kilometers an hour. During the last ex­ 
perimente the results are said to have been 
so satisfactory that the method has been 
introduced on ali the canals of the Depart­ 
ment de Nord from L>lle and Dunkirk to 
Flanders.

A SUSPICION OF INCENDIARISM. 


It is now said that the burning of the 
Newhall House at Milwaukee is believed 
tu have been an incendiary act. Unfortu­ 
nately a suspicion of this kind is very 
difficult to prove, though the statement of 
the elevator boy certainly seems to confirm 
it. He says that he had only come up 
from the lower floor of the house a few 
minutes before the fire showed itself, and 
that when he left the basement there was 
no sign of anything wrong. But on the 
other hand it mast be remembered that 
the hotel had long been regarded with ap­ 
prehension by ail who were acquainted 
with the manner of its construction, and 
it also appears that on several previons 
occasions it had had very narrow escapes 
from fire. The theory of a deliberate arson 
is » difficult one because it is almost im­ 
possible to conceive of a mind so depraved 
as to commit a crime involving such appal­ 
ling loss of life as the destruction of that 
building must have done at any time. Bat it 
is only too evident that the proprietors of 
the building, who knew its defects and the 
danger it was always in, were quite will­ 
ing to let eight hnndred guests encounter 
the frightful risk of residence in snch a 
death-trap, and that they were determined 
to keep the house open as long as it was 
above ground. The construction of the 
building seems to have been astoundingly 
reckless. It is said that it had absolutely 
no brick partition walls, but that it was 
built of wood throughout inside. It is 
perfectly evident that the building of 
places of public resort and entertainment 
in such a fashion onght to be prohibited by 
law under the most severe penalties, and 
ibat the men who were willing to take 
their chances on the homing of the New- 
hall Honse at any time, knowing as they 
must have known that the destruction of 
life would in snch an event be fearfal, 
deserve to go to the penitentiary muoh 
more than the majority of the petty law­ 
breakers who actually get there. 


Hoer of the Postoffices io Texas are in charge of 
females, which gives the wit of the Plumas Rational 
opportunity to say that as a consequence the males 
now arrive almost every hour in the day. 


In his last message Governor Perkins 
recommended a Reformatory School for 
Children as among the most urgently 
needed institutions in this State. It may 
be that such an institution is needed, 
though we have already expressed the 
opinion that without a radical reform in 
existing political methods, no establish­ 
ment of the kind could be successfully 
conducted. But why is it that a State 
Reformatory is needed ? An examination 
of that question will lead to the conclu­ 
sion that if even part of the energy and 
activity manifested in politics, business, 
and material progress, was employed in the 
far more important work of training chil­ 
dren properly, there would be much less 
demand for penal and reformatory institu 
tiocs. For when we get to the bottom of 
our inquiry we find that parental neglect 
and incompetency fnrnish the chief ex­ 
planation of all youthful wrongdoing, and 
we find also that this neglect and incom­ 
petency are not confined to the loweet 
classes of society, but are as apt almost to 
appear in the middle as in the lower grade. 
And we shall find, moreover, that in the 
case of a great many American parents 
the utter spoiling of their children has 
been the direct and perfectly inevitable 
outcome of belief in a sham philosophy 
which begins with a most preposterous 
creed as to “ the rights of children.” 
It is a part of this philosophy to banish all 
discipline from the family ; to treat chil­ 
dren with the indulgence and the deference 
due only to matare intelligences; to pamper 
and humor them at every turn ; to with 
hold all punishment from them. Nothing 
is commoner than to hear parents declar­ 
ing, qnite boastfully, that “ they mean 
“ their children to have a good time.” 
Nothing is stranger than the absolute 
blindness of such foolish parents to the de 
testable traits which they have so care­ 
fully, if unconsciously, developed in their 
offspring. 
But as a fact this mode of training, or 
rather of not training, children, produces 
the very worst and most hopeless cases of 
selfishness and meanness. The parents 
who thns sow the wind are certain to reap 
the whirlwind. They teach their children 
that they have nothing to do in life bat in­ 
dulge themselves. They sacrifice them 
selves to the children, instead of making 
the latter bend their etnbborn necks to the 
parental yoke. 
They thus breed up a 
generation of brutal, greedy, unlovable, 
exacting, egotistic creatures, unfitted 
for the family or any other relation, sure 
to make bad wives and husbands, bad 
fathers and mothers, and bad citizens. 
This process is going on all over the 
country, yet very little attention is paid to 
it. Whenever the increase of juvenile de­ 
pravity is noticed somebody recommends 
the institution of Reformatories, and the 
public generally seem to think that this 
kind of suggestion quite meets the require­ 
ments of the case. But Reformatories are 
only moans of alleviating an evil which 
can never be cared in that way. And the 
need of such institutions must increase, 
unfortunately, in direct proportion with 
the decline of this and all other remedial 
influences. For where there has been no 
home training ; where the tendencies which 
naturally issue in crime have been care­ 
fully fostered by parents from the dawn of 
consciousness ; where there has been no 
experience of self-sacrifice, of abnegation, 
of obedience, during the whole life ; where 
self-indnlgence has been encouraged, and 
every moral leaning has been stifled at 
birth ; it is impossible that any reform 
school can supply the fatal defects of char­ 
acter. What is needed nnder such circum­ 
stances is literal regeneration. 
And this is one reason why our reform 
schools have been so unsuccessful, and why 
the latest forms of depraved youth are so 
hideously and shockingly vicious and har­ 
dened. San Francisco can Bhow boys of 
sixteen who are as vicious aDd as com­ 
pletely depraved as many men of forty. 
The reason is that the whole of their brief 
existence has been devoted to demoraliza­ 
tion, and that their parents were the prime 
agents in their ruin. It is an awful 
thought that this should be possible, but 
it is a ghastly truth. The weak minded 
fathers and mothers who laugh at the in­ 
cipient rudeness, selfishness and greed of 
their childron, and treat these manifesta­ 
tions as proofs of “ spirit,” are assuredly 
preparing sorrow for themselves and trouble 
for their offspring, and they cannot escape 
the responsibility of their actions. No 
good man or woman can be mado without 
discipline. That is an axiom which admits 
of no modification. Self-indulgence is fatal 
to character. Children who have never 
been taught to obey never will be able to 
cope with the difficulties of life. Bad 
children will never make good wives and 
husbands and fathers and mothers. Chil­ 
dren without manners will not learn them 
in after life, and the manners of most 
modem children are abominably bad. 
Their coarseness, rudeness, vulgarity, sel­ 
fishness and lack of amiability, gentleness 
and deference are positively disgusting, 
and it is very ominous that their parents 
are totally blind to tbeir most flagrant 
faults, and regard with approval behavior 
which is really scandalous. 
It is because children are so brought up 
that so many of them fall by the wayside 
early in life. It is here that missionary 
work is needed, but cur preachers, whose 
duty it ought to be to look after such mat­ 
ters, are wasting their time in thin and 
watery sermons upon points of doctrine, 
or futile speculations on things which they 
understand nothing about, and meantime 
modern society íb being poisoned and cor­ 
rupted at its very sources, and the in­ 
fection is spreading continually. There is 
indeed nothing so dangerous in the present 
age as the tendency to abandon discipline 
in the training of children. This tendency 
is the direct cause of Hoodlumism. It is 
filling our penitentiaries, our haunts of 
vioe, our Magdalen asylums, our insane 
asylums. It is crowding the divorce rec­ 
ords. It is breeding crime and misery in 
ewarms. It is blighting scores of thou­ 
sands of lives. It is stamping gloom and 
cynicism apon many young brows. It is 
disrupting the family relation. In connec­ 
tion with the frightful intemperance which 
is becoming a distinguishing trait of the 
times, it is making the poor poorer, pre­ 
venting all efforts to raise them in the so­ 
cial scale, and continually recruiting that 
already formidable element of lawless and 
anarchic people who are certain to take 
advantage of the first serious crisis in the 
country’s history to ventilate their mis­ 
chievous theories. 
The leaning toward paternalism in Gov, 


eminent, which is also a marked sign of 
the times, goes naturally withjthis decay of 
home training. When men bare ceased to 
understand their own first duties toward 
their families, it is natural for them to 
favor the transfer of their proper obliga­ 
tions to the State. And so more and more 
is songht to be pnt upon the public 
schools, and more and more is expected 
from reformatory institutions. The indi- 
dividual by his own neglect of duty spoils 
his children, and then he expects the State 
to come forward snd redeem them. This 
will not do. It is a state of things which 
must break down by its own weight. No 
State can stand firmly save upon the 
foundation of sound family institutions. 
The citizen, the husband, the father, the 
wife, mast be melded in the home circle, 
or not at all. There are no artificial incu­ 
bators for human characters, depend upon 
it. And what is most needed now is a 
recognition of the fact that reform influ­ 
ence requires to be applied first and most 
actively to the parents, rather than to the 
children after they have become ruined by 
neglect and evil training. 


A 8UICIDAL POLICY. 
The people of the Sacramento valley 
have long been threatened with disaster by 
the uncontrolled effects of hydraulic min 
ing. To save themselves they first tried 
to obtain State aid for works of relief. 
That plan fell through because there was 
Dot public spirit and foresight enough in 
the press and Legislature to recognize the 
importance of it to the entire community, 
Next litigation was resorted to, but litiga, 
tion never conld or can effect other than a 
partial relief, for the sufficient reason that 
there are 350,000.000 cubic yards of debris 
in the streams already, over which the 
Courts can exercise no jurisdiction. If 
Judge Temple’s ’decision is made the basis 
of future adjustments, the hydraulic 
miners will have to bnild dams below their 
property to hold back the tailings. But 
even if every miner had a dam, and every 
dam was doing its full work, the problem 
of the 350,000,000 cubic yards of debris 
already in the streams woald have to be 
solved. Tuat is a question which, as every 
intelligent man can realizo at a glance, has 
absolutely nothing to do with the stoppage 
or continuance of the hydraulic mines. It 
is a danger which no Court can provide 
against. It is a danger altogether beyond 
the capacities of attorneys to deal with, 
It is a danger which defies injunctions, and 
yet which will have to be faced if the peo, 
pie of the Sicramento valley arc to hold 
their own. 
Through the active exertions cf the Cali 
fornia delegation in Congress, and perhaps 
mainly through the efforts of Congressman 
Page, an appropriation of §200,000 was 
inserted in the River and Harbor bill, for 
the improvement of the Sacramento and 
Feather rivers. It was understood that 
this money would be expended in taking 
care of that vast accumulation of debris 
which the Courts cannot touch. It was 
to have been expended, that is to eay, not 
in helping the hydraulic miners (as has 
been alleged with equal mendacity and stu­ 
pidity), but in affording to the occupants 
of this valley that protection which they 
could not obtain in any other way. Let it 
be thoroughly understood that in the 
absence of any remedial measures the 
accumulated debris already in the streams 
must come down' upon the valley lands ; 
and that there is enough of it to destroy 
those lands. The necessity of securing 
protection against this danger, therefore, 
must be apparent to all who are capable of 
reflection, and it must be equally clear to 
them that this protection is necessary in­ 
dependently of any possible or probable 
results of litigation. For it will be very 
little coneolation to men who arc ruined by 
slickens to be told that certain mines far 
up in the mountains have been or will be 
enjoined. Such assurances will not com­ 
pensate the injured farmers for the loss of 
their property, destroyed by slickens which 
has been deposited in the streams long ago. 
In the interests of the Sacramento val­ 
ley it follows inevitably, therefore, that 
every assistance onght to have been given 
to the Representatives at Washington who 
were laboring to obtain the aj prcpri&tion 
referred to. 
No matter what was the 
result of the litigation against the hy­ 
draulic miners, it was clear that the dis­ 
posal of the accumulated debris wbs a 
separate and distinct and at the same time 
urgent problem. The miners, even if they 
all bnilt dams, could not hold this debris 
back. There was nothing, in ehort, to pre­ 
vent it from coming down, unleis Congress 
could be persuaded to undertake the work. 
Well, Congress was induced to undertake 
it, and actually made the appropriation. 
And in all probability the relief works 
would have been well advanced by ibis 
time if—the statement is their own—some 
people claiming to represent the inte rests of 
the valley had not assured the Secretary 
of War that there was no necessity for any 
works of the kind ! And now these peo­ 
ple have 
inordinate effrontery, or the 
incrediole imbecility, to come boldly for­ 
ward and take credit to themselves for a 
piece of work which excels anything we 
have ever heard of for sheer and unadulter­ 
ated folly, provided that it is not rather 
the outcome of deliberate treason to the 
people of the Sacramento valley. 
W e do not think that it is necessary to 
do more than direct the attention of onr 
readers to the salient facts of the case. 
No elaboration can add to the glaring ab­ 
surdity of the excuses put forward for 
this colossal piece of idiocy. It is but too 
evident that the persons who undertook to 
defend the valley have betrayed it, whether 
purposely or through mere incompetence 
matters little. It was the duty of who­ 
ever represented the valley to secure the 
largest appropriation possible for the im­ 
provement of the Sacramento. Of that 
there could be no question in any sane mind. 
It was their doty to obtain the construc­ 
tion of engineering works to hold back the 
accumulated debris. Of that there can be 
no doubt in any sane mind. Yet sow we 
are told, with almost incredible fatuity, 
that pressure was brought upon the Secre­ 
tary of War, by the alleged friend» of the 
Sacramento valley, to prevent him from car­ 
rying out the toork which every one knows to 
bt absolutely necessary to the salvation of 
the region! And when these people are 
criticised for their amazing action, what 
is their excuse and their justification? 
They say that no kind cf dams are of any 
nse. If that be true, then assuredly the 
Sacramento valley íb doomed, for nothing 
but dams can hold back the accumulated 
debris, and if that debris is not held back, 
our farmers may as well pack up and leave. 


Of course, however, the assertion is wholly 
untrue. Dams are capable of doing all the 
relief work required, and dams will hsve to 
be built. In the meantime we recommend 
the farmers and others who hsve put their 
faith in such blind and untrustworthy and 
incapable leaders to review the situation 
carefully, and figure out for themselves just 
what they have gained by the prevention 
of the relief works which had been 
planned, and which Congress had author­ 
ized the construction of. 


WHO WILL 8UCCEED GAMBETEA? 
This question has been asked many times 
of late, bat it appears to us that it in­ 
volves somewhat of a fallacy. Is it neces­ 
sary, to begin with, that Gambetta should 
have a successor ? 
Was he not himself an 
abnormal and therefore a dangerous 
phenomenon ? There is not, or there onght 
not to ‘be, any place in a republic for 
overmastering individualism. If that over­ 
mastering individualism is allowed to estab­ 
lish itself, to the extent of its influence the 
republic is evidently paralyzed. 
Nor can 
it be said that Gambetta controlled the 
republic beneficently. 
It may be true 
that he was instrumental in preventing 
the establishment of a dictatorship by 
McMahon ; but it is equally true that be 
sought afterwards to establish a dictator­ 
ship for himself. 
His idea of the republic 
seems to have beenastronggovernment, wich 
himself always at the head, and tempered 
only by florid eloquence. We do not be­ 
lieve that France could have prospered 
under a Gambettist regime, and we do 
not believe that she has sustained an 
irreparable loss in his deatb. It is not 
necessary, it is cot even desirable, 
that 
he should have a successor. 
Clemenceau, who has bsen spoken of, is no 
more capable of conducting a government 
than Herr Most. W bat France now needs 
is a line of moderate, public-spirited, cool­ 
headed ministers, who will devote them­ 
selves to strengthening the foundations of 
the republic; those foundations which 
Gambetta weakened eo greatly by his attacks 
npon the judiciary and upon the general 
order of existing institutions. Sensational­ 
ism is the worst of policies for France. 
It is sure to lead her back to her old ruin­ 
ous vii ions of glory and conquest. She 
needs peace, reform, better financial ad­ 
ministration, and relief from the burdens 
which ‘1 inspired ” statesmen have been lead­ 
ing her into of late years. But those who 
really wi9h for the success and enduranoe 
of the French Republic cannot desire to 
see the Gambettist programme and line 
of politics perpetuated at all. 
THE ALASKAN OUTRAGE. 
We are glad to see that the press at the 
East is taking up the Alaskan outrage, 
and insisting upon an investigation, for so 
far the more this case has been examined 
the worse it has looked. It is now charged 
that the raid upon the Indian villages by 
the Corwin was procured in the interest of 
a private firm, which had reasons for 
wanting these Indians driven from the 
neighborhood. But it really does not mat­ 
ter whether this charge is true or not. The 
Bimple facts of the case as related by the 
commander of the Corwin himself consti­ 
tute an impeachment which the Govern­ 
ment cannot afford to ignore. It is quite 
plain that the Indians whose villages were 
shelled, and whose winter stores and boats 
and fishing apparatus were so ruthlessly 
destroyed, bad not deserved that or any 
other punishment. Even if some petty 
offense could have been proved against in­ 
dividual Indians, nothing can justify the 
indiscriminate and barbaroba retaliation 
upon whole villages. That kindof procedure 
is literally an adaptation of savage methods, 
and it is deeply discreditable to a civilized 
power. Among savages, when a white 
man commits an offense, it is thought 
right to take vengeance upon any other 
white man. But the United States Gov­ 
ernment is supposed to be civilized, and 
yet in this case it has acted altogether 
after the methods of savages. We desire, 
however, especially to point out the need, 
not merely of punishment for the officers 
who have thus disgraced the Government, 
but of reparation and relief for the In­ 
dians who have been raided. The urgency 
of this will be at once understood when it 
is pointed out that these Indians are in 
imminent danger of perishing by starva­ 
tion, because of the destruction of their 
winter provisions and boats. A Govern­ 
ment vessel ought to be sent up to Alaska 
without delay, to supply the poor wretcheB 
with provisions so that they can get 
through the winter. Unless this is done 
it will be of little use to punish the com­ 
mander of the Corwin and his coadjutor 
in the shameful affair. 


THE USUAL FLOOD OF BILLS. 
The usual flood of new laws has begun 
to pour into the legislature, and the pres­ 
ent indications are that this session will 
be as prolific of attempts at legislation as 
any preceding one. It íb a pity that all 
new bills cannot be referred to a committee 
authorized to weed out the unfit and im, 
practicable ones, for snch a process would 
save much trouble to the Legislature and 
expense to the State. Certainly when the 
session was shortened to sixty days some 
provision onght to have been made against 
overcrowding it. As it is there is no evi­ 
dence that anybody anticipal.ee a briefer 
session than usual. In another week, at 
the present rate of introduction, there will 
be bills enough before both houses to oc­ 
cupy a session of ninety or a hundred 
days. The committees cannot in sixtv 
days do anything like justice to the work 
put before them. They will bo forced to 
devote the bulk of their time to a few 
measures, and they must let the rest take 
care of themselves. 


HSARST’S ORGAN- TALKS NONSENSE 
George Hearst’s private organ, which calls 
itself the Examiner, has the following 
piece of flapdoodle: “ There is not one 
“ man in the State, ontside the lunatic 
“ asylums, who does not know that Gen- 
“ eral Stoneman is Governor becsuse he 
“ sought to secure the people’s rights 
“ when Railroad Commissioner, snd be- 
“ cause he thus became the foremost ex- 
“ ponent of the anti-monopoly sentiment 
“ of the State.” Why does Hearst’s or­ 
gan print snch nonsense as the above ? No­ 
body is deceived by it. Nobody will en­ 
tertain any different belief because of it. 
Everybody will bo aware, precisely as they 
were previously, that Governor Stoneman 
does not owe his election to bis anti-rail­ 
road pretensions at all; that he never 
could have been elected but for the trans­ 
cendent stupidity of Estee and tke Repub­ 


lican Convention ; that he was elected by 
Republican votes, which were withdrawn 
from the Republican ticket for the express 
purpose of reboking its demagegism and 
especially of condemning its anti-railroad 
attitade; that Governor Stoneman, as 
Railroad Commissioner, never did anything 
to entitle him to be called a conspicuous 
anti-railroad man ; and that his inaugural 
message is open to criticism because it 
does not state facts plainly, but advances 
fictions as facts. Governor Stoneman in­ 
deed had better retire Hearst’s organ from 
the position of champion to his administra­ 
tion which it is evidently anxions to fill, 
for it has not sagacity enough to defend 
him plausibly. 
ARCHEOLOGY IN GREECE, 
According to the enrnent archaeologist, 
Dr. Stillman, the pursuit of that science in 
Greece is surrounded with such difficulties 
as to make it surprising that any foreigners 
should take the trouble to continue it. In 
a recent letter to the Nation Dr. Stillman 
states that the Greek authorities will in 
the first place not permit any antiquities 
exhumed anywhere in the kingdom to be 
sent out of the country. Whatever is 
found must be handed over to the Govern­ 
ment and placed in the national ronseum. 
In the second place the Greek subordinate 
officials interfere with I he foreign archae­ 
ological working parties at every step, 
sometimes even trying to compel them to 
employ none but Greek assistants, of the 
party in power; or in other words, seek­ 
ing to enforce a new kind of spoils system. 
Í ailing in this experiment the parties are 
subjected to all manner of petty insults and 
annoyances, an I to cap the climax the 
Greek authorities are too indolent even to 
ptovide proper shelter for the atatuary 
and Lronzes and terra-cotta art works 
which are being exhumed, while a locaj 
Greek archaeological society employs all its 
funds in recusing likely sites for excava­ 
tion, not that it may work them, but 
solely that it may prevent anybody else 
fiom doing eo. In fact Greek greed, dis­ 
honesty, lack of patriotism and general 
meanness and perverseness, never appeared 
iu a worse light. There have been French, 
German, American and English exploring 
parties at work in various parts for several 
years paBt, but Dr. Stillman is of opinion 
that they will all have to give up the work, 
because it is impossible for them to endure 
the vexations and obstacles to which they 
are subjected,

PACIFIC SLOPE. 


Prince Krapotkine seems determined to 
facilitate the labors of h¡8 judges as much 
as possible. Far from attempting to deny 
any of the charges preferred against him, 
he declares himself an Anarchist and the 
friend of Anarchists, and explicitly states 
that unless he is forcibly prevented he 
intends to proceed with the incendiary- 
work he has undertaken. For a man who 
frankly admitB that be is a dangerous and 
untrustworthy member of society the only 
rational treatment is imprisonment. It is 
clear that Prince Krapotkine is not to be 
trusted at all. He has a foolish idea that 
in preaching Anarchy he is doing the world 
good. Really he is only tempting a num- 
btr of weak-minded people to a course of 
life which can only end iu their ruin. De­ 
cidedly such a man ought tobe suppressed, 
and it is to be hoped that the French Gov- 
ernrnent will not lack the courage to sup­ 
press him. 
THE TREATY WITH MEXICO. 
When a commercial treaty with Mexico 
was proposed, we were met at once with 
onr own protectionist doctrines. 
Mexico 
wanted to protect homo industry, and in­ 
deed it is not a little surprising that a pro­ 
tectionist government like ours should 
ever have thought of a commercial treaty 
with another country, since it is clearly 
iuconsistent with our prevailing economic 
principles. 
The 
Mexicans, however, 
proved as stanch Protectionists as ourselves, 
and we could only obtain a treaty from 
them on condition of leaving out of it all 
articles manufactured in the country. 
Under more enlightened economic govern­ 
ment we might have secured the full trade 
of Mexico, but as the case stands we can­ 
not of course make any objections to her 
protectionist policy, and therefore we are 
compelled to content ourselves with a 
small portion of her commerce. 
MARK TWAIN'S TROUBLE. 
We cannot understand the recent ju 
dicial decision against Mr. Clemens, to the 
effect that his nom de plume “ Mark 
“ Twain” is not a-trade-mark, and does 
not protect his works against unauthorized 
publication. It may be good law, bat we 
do not believe that it is, for it is not good 
sense. A nom de plume certainly is a 
method of distinguishing writings which 
corresponds in all essentials to the employ­ 
ment of a trade-mark, and why Mr. 
Clemens should be refused the protection 
of his particular trade-mark we cannot 
perceive. We hope he will appeal the case 
to a higher Court, so that the principles 
underlying it may be more fully analyzed, 
and an authoritative decision on a point of 
much importance to authors be reached.

The Importance of Ibis Great Worlr.

ADVANTAGES OF THE ROUTE. 
With the advantages possessed by the 
Southern Pacifi , it will to a great extent act 
as a truck lire, to which the roads running 
north and south will become feeders. These 
advantages are many and subetsntial. The 
road is under a single management from 
ocean to c-cean. It has no eastern connec­ 
tions to complicate adjustment of rates. It 
is the least costly to operate of all the trans­ 
continental routes. The climate is mild. The 
snow does not fall to lie more thm a day or 
two at any point on tbs line. The maximum 
grade is only 53 feet to the mile, while on 
the Central the grades are often more than 
double and quadruple that, necessitating 
either dividing tke trains or putting on addi­ 
tional engines. On the whole route there are 
only seven places where oue engine cannot 
move a full train of 37 cars. To ese reaches 
are respectively 9, 10, 15, 18, 20, 24 and 37 
miles, aggregating a less distance than that 
on v hicfi additional entines are necessary oa 
the Sierra Nevada division alone of the Cen­ 
tral routp. The route is of special value to 
California, m that it has no Eastern connec­ 
tions to be interested in the switcbicg of Cal­ 
ifornia bound immigrants, and that its Cal­ 
ifornia management will icsure the retention 
on tbia oast of whatever auvantcges it may 
have by it. 
THE DIFFICULTIES SURMOUNTED. 
In the com-truciiou of the road a serious 
difficulty was encountered between Caliente 
and Yutna. The want of waler was a seri­ 
ous obstacle. The route in many places lay 
below the sea level, and the hast and aridity 
was intense. Water was obtained by boring 
artesian wells, and now an ample supply is 
insured. Similar conditions prevailed from 
Yuma to Tucson, which were similarly o vel­ 
óme. The want of fuel in that t eJeis 
country was also a great trouble, but is now 
obviated by connection with New Orleans, 
where coal is obtained at cheap rates via the 
Mississippi river. From the New Mexico 
line the country begins to improve, but toe 
first extensive body of good land is not met 
until the Colorado river in Texas is reached. 
Thence eastward to Dallas the line runs 
through the best part of Texas, equal in fer­ 
tility of soil to aoy portion of the Mississippi 
valley. From Dallas to Texarkana the road 
passes through a valuable timber country for 
a distance of 250 mi ea. On the western por­ 
tion of the line the way tn flic is likely to 
be always light, owing to the desert charac­ 
ter cf the country. At Ynmi some business 
will be obtained by virtue of ocean connec­ 
tion vis the Colorado river, while the fertile 
country surrounding it, and the proximity of 
rich mining regions will swell the volume of 
bu inces. Eastward from the Arizona line 
the improvement in the character of the 
country insures a future large popularity and 
a heavy way traffic. 
To show the vigor with which the route cf 
construction was pushed, it is etfficieot to 
say that the road was opened to Caliente May 
11, 1875 ; to Los Angeles. September 6, 1876 ; 
to Dos Psltnoe, March 8. 1877; to Yuma, 
May 23, 1877 ; to Maricops, April 28, 1879; 
to Tucsor, March 20, 1880; to Deming, De­ 
cember 16, 1880; to El Paso, May 19, 1881; 
to New Orleans—that is, to the connection in 
the canyon of the Rio Grande—July 12, 
1882. Colonel George E. Gray is Chief Ea- 
giueer, and William Wood, Eagineer-in-the 
Field.

WEATHER REVIEW. 


T he table below, w hich w as prepared for 
the R ecord-U n io n by Sergeant Barwick, 
ahows the mean, barometer, tem perature 
and hum idity for each year from 1878 to 1882, 
inclusive. 
T he table is composed sim ilarly to 
th e one th a t is published m onthly, b u t gives 
th e m eans and totals for the entire year, in ­ 
stead of 
for the 
m onth, and 
also 
the 
m ean averages for th e entire 
five years, 
which indicates the past y ear to have been an 
“ off” year in the meteorological condition of 
the Sacramento valley. 
I t also shews a con- 
ciie review of the records made by tbe diff?r- 
ent instruments in use a t the U nited States 
Signal Office. 
The last colum n of figures 
gives the five years’ mean ave-ages for each 
instrum ent used iu recording the different a t­ 
mospheric phenomenon th at goes to m ake up 
the different elements w hhh are used in 
forming a scientific knowledge of the climatic 
conditions of this portion oí the Sacramento 
valley. 
The highest water in the river dur- 
irg the last thirty-‘hree years occurred in 
1881, 26.6 feet, the 4 h of April at 5 a. m., 
which broke the leree* in several places on 
the east side of the Sacramento riv e r; the 
lowest water in the river during the past 
thirty-thiea years was during the year 1849, 
when it was at tie zero mark, 3s indicated on 
the gauge now in use, making the range of 
water in the river between highest water and 
lowest water ia the past thirty-three years 
26 6 feet. 
The table is a valuable one for 
reféretoe to these individuals who take an in­ 
terest in the climatology of California, and 
especially the Sacramento valley :

th e vase opposito the m edallion is tbe 
favorite Japanese bird of Paradise spread 
o u t very flat, bu t in fine w ork still, red 
an d gold. 
The tonches th a t trace the 
feathets on th e breast are m arvelously del­ 
icate. 
The Inside of th e vase is covered 
w ith Japanese characters, 
nothing else 
th an tb e song th e poet is confiding to bis 
delighted auditors in the picture. 
I t is 
from the H iakuniushiu, th e “ Collection of 
O ne H undred Persons,” for the M use was 
a popular lady in Japan, and bands of poets 
corresponded in verse, and kept each o th­ 
er’s letters too.

H e m ade th e first sketch of 
th e mass before he left San Francisco, and 
i t was rehearsed and sang by Mr. Kelle- 
h er’* choral class in th e big piano ware- 
room s over G ray’s store, w here there was 
a great deal of good studying done w ith 
very little flourish of trum pets, like most 
good work. 
Mr. M aston’s inclination is

T h e little tin girl and boy under their um ­ 
brella, on whioh the w ater-drops from th e 
fountain used to splash so p rettily , fell

HeD ry B erth’s e»ery-d»y lifa daring nearly 
tw enty yeare has been an expretúon nf sym­ 
pathy with “ our poor earth-born n.rupanions 
aLd fellow'-mortale.” the dumb creatures. 
He wa. born in New Y ork City in tire year 
1823 
His father was a w e.lti.y man. the 
leading American ship'! uilder or his time. 
H e was a naiive of t-h- Emt-ire Stale, aud a 
loDR-time resident of New York City, which 
deeply mourned his loss when, at the site of 
83, he departed this life. M r. Bergh’s grand- 
lather was a native of Germany. 
His m >tb- 
er’a maiden name was E '-zabeth Ivers. 
She 
was the daughter of a Connecticut family die- 
lin-iui-hed for its excellent qualf.i s.

M r. Bergh

ti <n, bat did not complete the coarse at 
Columbia College. 
He married while young 
a Miss T,.yior, daughter of English parcDts. 
I j 1S02 he was appointed Secretary of Lega­ 
tion at St. Petersburg, and b-g»n there an 
active interference in behalf c,t the right of 
animals to kind treatm ent. 
His eervices to 
abused animals iu the Russian c j pi tal were 
effective. Mr. Bergh resigned his position on 
account of ill-healtb. 
On his way home he 
indulged in the luxury of leisurely travel and 
became acquainted with the E arl of Har- 
rowby. President of the Royal Society for 
the Prevention of U ru-lty to Animals, Lou­ 
don. 
The Society of whrcb Mr. Bergh was 
the founder is modeled largely after the Eng­ 
lish one presided over by this nobleman until 
his death. 
H e returned to N tw York in 
1S61, and spent a year in m aturing his plans 
for the establishment of means to check and 
prevent cru-lty to animals. 
The American 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to A ni­ 
mals was instituted in 1805 
In 1866 it was 
givtn by statute the powers of prosecution 
and arrest, which it still possesses. 
Mr. 
Bergh has been its President since its incep­ 
tion. H e stands six feet bigb, and his appear­ 
ance and carriage denoto a power of will 
which readily commands respect. 
B ut his 
appeal to the moral sense and his disinterest­ 
edness are the principal elements of nis suc­ 
cess. 
He rec ives no silary for his w rb, and 
freely gives bis time and energies to it. 
The 
statute of 1866 constitutes M r. Bergh an 
A ssistant 1) strict A ttorney in New York 
City and A ssistant of the Attorney-General 
of the State in the enforcement of the laws 
against cruelty to animals. 
Ho is a member 
of the Bar, and tffsctive in the Court room. 
The New Y ork Society has 325 workers in 
the State. 
Thirty-six States in the Union 
have fi unded similar organizations, snd M r. 
Bergh’s correspondence c retains many appli­ 
cations from foreign lands for information as 
to his methods and the laws under which he 
workB. 
D aring the first year of its existence 
as an agency enforcing that law uf the State 
which included a principle new in American 
jurisprudence, nain9ly, that men’s ownership 
of interior creatures is limited by the claims 
of au e rlg h te n a i humanity, the American 
Society for the Prevention of Cruc-by to A -- 
imsls prosecuted 101 persons; in 18S1, 855, 
and the total nnm btr of prosecutions np to 
the erd of last year was 9.121. 
The total 
number of disabled animals au-pended from 
work iu the cities of Naw Y ork aud Brook­ 
lyn from 1861 to 1881 was 21,291. 
N > arrests 
were made in these cases, but the drivpre or 
owners were werned and advised. 
A to talo f 
nearly 2 000 animals was destr' yrd by ageuts 
of the Society in 1881. 
Mr. B-rgh’o Society 
owns three ambulances for tte removal of 
disabled animals from the street, and a der­ 
rick to rescue them from cxc varim a into 
which they might fall. 
D:>g-6ghting men, 
rat-baitcrg and cock-fi*hiers, as a m atter of 
course, regard Mr. Beigh as an enemy. 
The 
discu-eion as to tha propriety of vivisection is 
still open, but it may be well to ree.lt the 
fact that M sjcndie, the dissector of 40,000 
unfortunate living creatures, declared vivi- 
eection to be a fahnre. 
Dog-fightiDg as pro­ 
vided and exhibited on Long Island may now 
be regarded as a thing of the paBt. 
About 
three years ago the attem pt was made to in­ 
stitute the sport of bull fighting in New 
Y ork City. 
Men had arrived from Spain for 
this purpose, an arena had teen i u 'it, and 
performances were announced, when Mr. 
Bergh w ith Bonm fi'ty policemen put an end 
to the enterprise, with great loes to its pro­ 
moters.

I t has been 
assisted powerfully by bequests, especially 
tb at of L .uis Bon.-rd, of 8150.000, c .ntested 
by relatives, but confirmed the proper y of 
the S ciety by judicial decision.

m onthly mngazine published urder the aus­ 
pices of the Society, and which has a largo 
number of appreciative readers. 
Tne vaiue of Mr. Bergh’s work is incalcu­ 
lable. 
From the standpoint of mere econ­ 
omy, kiudi e?s to animals is cheaper than 
cruelty and far m .re productive, as many 
men who have como under the influence of 
M r. Bergh’s perruaxion. though once they 
ooposed it, now admit. 
To increase the hap­ 
piness of the animals depe dent upon us and 
to avoid cruelty toward all creatures pos­ 
sessed of conscious life, is a gr.t.fi -ation of a 
high order, and a means to mora: imi-r .ve­ 
in, nt of great importa- ce, as tl e expeii-nce 
of »H persons thus ae usted cot firms. 
Btu- 
tality and cruelty are checked »Dd punished 
by the means enforced by Mr. Bergh, ai d 
young p-oplc observe and take warning. 
In 
short, moral progress, and therefore happi­ 
ness, are directly assisted by the wcrk done 
by him and those ev -rywhere who employ 
themselves in the seme humane manner.

Henry Bergh’e every-day life during nearly 
twenty years bas been »u czpresaion of sym­ 
pathy with “ our poor earth-born o .aipanions 
aLd (ellow-mortals.” the dumb creatures. 
He w»« born in New Y oik City in the year 
1S23 
His father was a we.lti-y man, the 
leading American shipiuilder o( his time. 
He was a native of t-h - E.m-ire State, aud a 
long-time resident of New York City, which 
deeply mourned his loss when, at the age of 
83, he departed th:s life. Mr. Bergh’g grtnd- 
I a-.her was a native of Germany. 
His moth­ 
er's maiden name was E'lzab:th Ivers. 
She 
was the daughter of a Connecticut family dis­ 
tinguished for its excellent qualr.i s. 
Blessed 
w ill 
parents 
posses ing 
ample 
mevns, 
Mr. Bergh 
received 
a 
supeiior 
educa 
ti m, but did not complete the course at 
Columbia College. 
He married while young 
a Miss Tuyior, daughter of English parents. 
I I 1802 he was appointed Secretary of Lega­ 
tion at St. Petersburg, and b-gau there an 
active interference in behalf oi the right of 
auimalB to kind treatment. 
His services to 
abused animals iu the Ku.-sian capital were 
effrctive. Mr. Bcrgh rctigntd his position on 
acconnt of ill-healtb. 
Ou his way home be 
indulged in the luxury cf leieureiy travel and 
became acquainted with the Earl of Har- 
rowby, Presideut of the Royal Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, Lon­ 
don. 
The Society of wh:cb Mr. Bergh was 
the founder is modeled largely after the Eng­ 
lish one presided over by this nobleman until 
his death. 
He returned to New York in 
1S6Í, and spent a year in maturing his plans 
for the establishment of means to check and 
prevent cru.-lty to animals. 
The American 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani­ 
mals was instituted in 1885 
In 18C6 it was 
given by statute the power* of prosecution 
aud arrest, which it still possesses. 
Mr, 
Bergh has been its President since its incep­ 
tion. He stands six feet high, and Lis appear­ 
ance and c im age denote a power of will 
which readily commands respect. 
But his 
ap .eal to the moral sense and his disinterest­ 
edness are the principal elements cf his suc­ 
cess. 
He rec ives no sjlary for hi* w rb, and 
freely gives his time and energies to it. 
The 
statute of 1866 constitutes Mr. Bergh an 
Aisistant L> strict Attorney in New York 
City and Assistant of the Attorney-General 
of the State in the enforcement of the laws 
against cruelty to animals. 
He is a member 
of the Bir, and tffective in the Court room. 
The New York Society has 325 workers in 
the State. 
Thirty-six States in the Union 
have b unded eimilar orgsnlzationg, and Mr. 
Bergh’s correspondence c -Drains many appli­ 
cations from foreign lands for information as 
to his methods and the laws under which be 
workB. 
Daring the first year of it* existence 
as an agency enforcing that law of the State 
which included a principle new in American 
juii-prudence, namely, that men’s ownership 
or interior creatures is limited by toe claims 
of an er-1 ghtene-i humanity, the American 
Society for the Prevention of Cruc-l'y to A- - 
imals prosecuted 101 persons; in 1881, 855, 
and tr.e total Lumber of prosecutions up to 
the erd of la*t year was 9 121. 
The total 
number of disabled animals §u-pended from 
work in the cities of New York and Brook­ 
lyn from 1801 to 1881 was 21,291. 
N oam s'* 
were made in these cases, but the drivers or 
owners were werned and advised. 
A to tai a/f 
nearly 2 000 animals was destr- y-rd by ageuts 
of the Society in 1881. 
Mr. B rgh’s S->ciety 
owns thr.o ambulances for tte removal i f 
disabled animals from tho street, and a der­ 
rick to rescuo them from cxc va i cs into 
which they might fall. 
D-g-fightiug men, 
rat-baitcrs and cock-fiehters, as a matter of 
course, regard Mr. Beigh as an enemy. 
Tho 
discu-eion as to the p-cpriety of vivisection is 
still open, but it may be well to rec.il 'he 
fact that Slajendie, the di,sector of 40,000 
unfortunate living creatures, declared vivi­ 
section to be a fai nre. 
D -g fightiDg as pro­ 
vided and exhibited on Long Island may now 
be regarded as a thing of the past. 
About 
threa years ago the attempt wa« made to in­ 
stitute the sport of bull-fighting in New 
York City. 
Men had arrive I from Spain for 
this purpose, an arena had been iu'dt, and 
perfurmiuces were announced, when Mr. 
Bergh with some ti'ty policemen put sn end 
to the enterprise, with great lots to its pr< - 
moters. 
There is no possibility <>f tncb an 
experiment being tried ag-iu in Nsw York. 
The ti come of th6 Society iu 1881 wa- 825,• 
480 25, and the balance in its f.vor a ‘ the 
end of the year vas §1,864 72 
It has b~6a 
assisted powerfully by bequests, especially 
that oi L.uie Boucrd. of §150 000. contested 
by relative*, but col firmed the proper y of 
the S ciety by judicial decision. 
“ Onr An­ 
imal Friends ” is the name of a pictorial 
monthly mngazine published urder the aus­ 
pices of the Society, and which has a large 
number of appreciative readers. 
Too vaiue of Mr. Bergh’s work is incalcu­ 
lable. 
From the standpoint of mere ec.<n- 
omy, kiudi e.-s to animals is cheaper than 
cruelty and far m -re productive, as many 
men who have come under the influence of 
Mr 
Beigh’a pereuasiou, though once they 
opposed it, bow admit. 
To increase tho hap­ 
piness of the animals depe dent upon us and 
to avoid cruelty toward all creatures pos­ 
sessed of conscious life, is a grat fi ation of a 
high order, and a means to mora: improve­ 
ment of great importance, as the expeii-nce 
of all persons thus ac usted cot firms. 
B<u- 
tality and cruelty are checked and punished 
by the means enforced by Mr. Bergh, ai d 
young ptople observe and take warning. 
Iu 
short, moral progress, and therefore happi­ 
ness, are directly assisted by the w< rk clone 
by him and those ev rywhere who employ 
themselves in the game humane manner.

first attracted my attention and induced me to give 


the subject my special attention. 
In 1855 I first 


published the result of my investigations, and ever 


since then it has been my special object to familiar

the consequences are still more disastrous, aa it re­ 


tards the devolopment of the lungs and thereby 


stunts their growth, dulls their Intellect and gives 


them a stupid appearance.
